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XL FUNCTIONS IV. GENERAL 


The functions of this Samiti will be to render advice to 
the Deptt. of Mines and its Organisations/Undertakings in 
regard to tho implementation of the various provisions relating 
to Official Language contained in the Constitution, Official 
Language Act/Rules, decisions of the Kendnya Hindi Samiti 
and the instructions issued by the Ministry of Homo Affaiis 
(Dept, of Official Language) in this regard. 

HI. TENURE 

The term of the SAMITI will be ordinarily three years 
from the date of its constitution provided that : 

(a) A member of Parliament nominated to the Samiti 
shall cease to be the member of tho Samiti as soon as 
he ceases to be the member of Parliament. 

(b) A mid-term vacancy shall be titled np by-the other 
person and the person so nominated will hold the 
office of member for the residual period of the 
SAMITI. 

(c) In special circumstances, the term of the Samiti 
may be curtailed or enhanced by the Department 
of Mines. 


(a) The SAMITI, if so required, may co-opt additional 
members and may invite experts to participate in the 
deliberations. 

(b) The Headquarters of the SAMITI shall be at New 
Delhi, but it may hold its meetings at any other 
stations also. 

(c) The non-official members shall be paid travelling 
and daily allowances for attending the meetings of 
the SAMITI at the rates prescribed by the Govern¬ 
ment of India from time to lime.

Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be communicated 
to all State Governments and the Administrators of the Union 
Territories Office of the Prime Minister, President’s Secre¬
